President Wilson’s reply to Austria 
' has been received with great enthusi- 


asm, The Czechs think it opens the 
Way to Prague. 

When the text was received yester- 
day it was translated and telegraphed 
immediately 5,000 miles across Siberia 
to Czech headquarters. Extras were 
issued here and the President’s terms 
were posted on billboards, ‘where 
crowds were reading them constantly. 


At the Czech offices Mr. Wilson’ ‘sl

Government at Paris are heralded as 


© the final step before the actual return 


of all Czechs to Bohemia to unite in 
establishing the Government of their 
native land. It is a thrilling sight to 
see the Czechs, who are looking for- 
ward to their return to their native 
land after being four years or more 
away, while it is pathetic to see their 
downcast expréssion when they men- 
tion their disappointment because the 
allied troops could not reinforce their 


front and open a road across Russia 


to Austria.. But they are not down- 
Hearted. On the contrary, they are 
More determined than ever to fight the 
Bolsheviki and Germans until there is 
a break within the Central Powers 
which will open the railroads aad fron- 
tiers.

We shall 
not stop our efforts until the uncondi- 
tional independence of our country is 
assured. We cannot and will not stop 
our efforts one moment because the 
Bolsheviki, pressed by the Germans, 
are now trying to force their way into 
Siberia.’’.

This morning our battlefront was 
extended northwards as far as thé 
Scheldt at Thiant. On the whole bat- 
tlefront between the Sambre Canal 
and the Scheldt, the enemy resistance 
Was overcome, ‘and our advance con- 
tinued. There was hard fighting at a 
number of points. 

Qn the right the Sixth Division 
fought its way to the edge of the 
Bois l’Evéque and captured Ors. North 
of this point we are approaching the 
western outskirts of the Mormal For-— 
est and have captured Rebersart. 

On the right centr@of our attack we 
have continued our advance to the 
neighborhood of Le Quesnoy. 

In. the latter village the enemy is 
maintaining obstinate resistance. 

On the left of our attack Anglo- 
Scottish troops forced crossings of the 
Ecaillon . between Verchaine and 
Thiant and)gained the high ground to 
the east. 

We have taken the villages of Poix 
du Nord’ and Les Tuileries and pro- 
gressed beyond them toward Engle- 
fontaine. The village of Ghissignies 
was taken after a sharp struggle, the 
enemy defending with determination 
the crossings of the Ecaillon in that, 
vicinity. 

Northwest of Ghissignies we have. se- 
cured the river crossings at Beaudi- 
-gnies, which is in our hands. Here 
vigorous resistance was overcome by 
the New Zealanders, who in this local- 
ity captured a number of batteries, in- 
cluding guns of heavy calibre. 

On the left of our centre the Eng- 
lish captured Ruesnes and are a short 
distance from the Le Quesnoy-Valen- 
ciénnes ‘railway, north of the village. 
There is heavy fighting on the high 
ground north of Bermerain Village, 
which we hold, and in the neighbor- 
hood of Vendegies-sur-Heaillon. ’

Verchaine and Monchaux were capt- 
ured by the-4th Division after hard 
fighting. = On their left, after. clearing 
the enemy from the east bank. of the 
river, wé. advanced to the western 
outskirts of Maing inthe face of 
heavy machine gun fire. In this sec- 
tor the hostile resistance was particu- 
larly stubborn. 

‘Severe casualties .were inflicted on 
the enemy in the course of these op- 
-erations. . Since yesterday morning we 
have captured more than 7,000 pris- 
oners and’ more than 100 gtins. 

We have reached the general line of 
the Sambre-Oise Canal, due’ east of Le 
Cateau, west of the edgé of the Foret 
de Mormal, in the neighborhood of Le

AMERICANS BREAK 


INTO FOR'S LINES 


Advance . on Both Sides of 
Meuse in Face of Fierce 
‘Resistance. 


ENEMY TAKEN BY SURPRISE 
Attack Made Under ‘Gover-of 
Mist-——Gain a: Kilometer on: 

Three-Kilometer Front.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Oct. 24.—The First Ameri- 
can Army hit the German line two 
smashing blows today, one. on either 
side of the Meuse.. On the west of the 
stream we reachied the Freya Stellung 
at Grand Carré Farm, north of Ban- 
theville. , _ East of.the river our ad- 
vance ‘nad larger, taking our line to 
Boisetraye Hill, commanding the vil- 
lage of that name, which lies just west 
of the important. point Damryillers. 
This attack, made in a.northeastern 
direction, was started ‘early in the 
mornifig under. the cover of. mist and 
succeeded from the ‘beginning, the 


enemy being taken by surprise. Quick- | 
ly recovering, he directed an’ intense 


artillery and’ machine-gun fire at Per- 
shing’s men. 

The total advance was one inointter 
deep on a front of. three kilometera. 


We hold Boisehouppy, Botsbelleu, half | 


of Boiswavrille, and Boisetraye. After 
the first surprise the enemy contended 
bitterly every foot of ground. 

Our advance on. Grand Carre Farm 
took us astride the.Germans’ new. line 
of defense,. the Freya Stellung. This 
fight was marked by intense artillery 
fire. About. 11 o'clock: the.Germans 
started. a. concentrated. fire.. on our 
new positions, and within fifteen min- 
utes were dropping from eighty to a 
hundred shells a minute. Our. own 
artillery reached drumfire, and held 
that concentration for several hours. 

Despite this hell -of shell fire our 
troops made. their way. over the crest 
running southeast of Grand Carre 
Farm and filtered into ravines beyond, 
thereby. crossing the Freya Stellung. ; 
- Because of the bad weather the en- 
emy did not repeat, tonight the vicious 
bombing of last night.

REVOLT THREAT IN HUNGARY 


Karolyi Demands Separate 
Peace and a New: King in 
Budapest Parliament.

AMSTERDAM, Oct. 24; (Associated 
Press.)—The speedy unconditional 
surrender of the Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy is probable, according to a 
Vienna dispatch to the Frankfurter 
Zeitung. 

Advices recelved from Budapest say 
that in the Unterhaus Wednesday 
Count Karolyi,.in moving a resolution 
in favor of the independence of Hun- 
gary, demanded the resignation of the 
Wekerle Cabinet and the formation of 


: a coalition Ministry. 


The resolution also called for the 
conclusién: of a separate peace, dis- 
solution of the alliance with Germany, 
acknowledgment of the independence 
of the South Slavonians, and the proc- 
lamation of a Hungarian King to re- 
side in Budapest. Count Karolyi de- 
clared if the demands were resisted

Amid great excitement Dr. Wekerle, 
the Premier, warmly replied that he 
would oppose by every means Count 
Karolyi’s threats of a revolution, and

WITH THE ALLIED ARMIES IN 
FRANCE AND BELGIUM; Oct. 24 (As- 
sociated Press.)\—Hard fighting is in 
progress all along the front of the Brit- 
ish attack. The Germans everywhere 
are offering stubborn resistanée. 

The battlefront south of Valenciennes 
last night was marked. by incessant 
artillery duels. The British gunners 
paid special attention to the roads in 
the rear of the German lines, which 
were crowded with eastbound traffic.

the Willamette Valley Lumbermen’s 
Association against the Southern Pacific 
and others. . 

The association operates logging and 
lumber mills in the Willamette Valley, 
in Oregon. Mills in the vicinity of 
Portland, Ore., and on the Pacific Coast, 
manufacturing the same grades of lum- 
ber, have access to the same maikets 
at a through joint rate materially lower 
than’ the combination of rates quoted 
from the Willamette Valley mills, which 
have to pay local rates to Portland and 
then the Pacific Coast group rate. 

Efforts to obtain joint through rates 
failed, it was complained, because par- 
ticipating carriers were unwilling to 
forego extra profits and also wished to 
favor coast mills established on their 
own lines. The recent general increase 
of 25 per cent. in freight rates increased 
the difficulties of the Willamette Val- 
‘ley mills. The railroad contention:was 
that the rates, with the 25 per cent. in- 
crease, became rates initiated by the 
Director General and therefore should 
not be disturbed. 

The commission holds that such -dis- 
crimination in favor of shippers on their 
own lines. by carriers is unlawful, and 
the railroad defendants are ordered to 
establish joint through rates from Wil- 
lamette Valley’ mills to territories 
taking a 40-cent rate from ’ Portland, 
which shall not exceed the rates from 
the coast group, including Portland. 

The opinion by Commissioner McChord 
says: 

‘“*It is inconceivable, in our opinion, 
that the Congress did a vain thing in 
conferring on this commission power to 
determine whether or not rates initiated 
by the Director General are just and 
reasonable. The same force and effect 
must be given to that part of the law 


as to its other provisions.”’ 

It developed after the decision was 
handed down that railroad attorneys, 
who technically represented the Rail- 
road Administration in hearings of the 
case, had maintained that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission had no power to 
interfere with rates initiated by the 
President through the Railroad Admin- 
istration. It is understood that the 
commission’s statement of its attitude 
in the dccision was primarily to refute 
that view. 

This is not the viey, however, of Di- 
rector General McAdoo, it was officially 
stated. He has repeatedly expressed the 
belief that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. showld investigate com- 
plaints of injustices under the new rates 
and make readjustments to effect 
equalization of rates.

WILSON ASSAILED FOR 
LETTER TO LAMONTE 


Chairman Fess Sees “ Deeper 
Significance” Than Jersey 
Politics in Indorsement. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, ~ Oct. 24.—Chairman 
Fess of the Republican Congressional 
Committee, in a statement today, as- 
sailed President Wilson for the letter he 
Wrote to George M. Lamonte indorsing 
the candidacy of Mr. Lamonte for the 
long term as United States Senator from 
‘New Jersey and Charles O’Connor Hen- 
nessy for the short term. 

They are the Democratic candidates, 
against whom are pitted David Baird 
and Walter EH. Edge, Governor of New 
Jersey. In his statement Mr. Fess said: 

** President Wilson’s letter asking for 
the election of the Democratic Senators 
from New Jersey will be interpreted by 
many as the act of the Chief of the 
Democratic Party rather than the head 
of the American Government. This at- 
titude in time of war will be the sub- 
ject of just criticism by voters who have 
resented teh capitalization of the war 
for party purposes. 

‘“‘There is, however, a deeper sig- 
nificence when properly interpreted. 
Heretofore tariff schedules have not 
only been regarded as legislative in 
character, but must -originate in the 
House of Representatives. The Presi- 
dent in the third of his fourteen points, 
proposes by treaty negotiations to de- 
termine legislation touching tariff 
echédules by the removal of all trade 
barriers, the removal, so far as possible, 
of all economic barriers and the es- 
tablishment of an equality of trade con- 
ditions among all the nations consenting 
to the peace and associating themselves 
for its maintenance. 

‘The far-reaching significance of this 
proposal may not have been detected by 
the av e citizen. President Wilson 
views the tariff question from the an- 
gle of an academician and quite nat- 
trail is a free trader with but Little 
pect for the opinion of those who hold 
“ity the protection idea.

War Labor Board Asserts Com 
pany Violated Principles of 
Persident’s Proclamation. 


ORDERS 27 MEN REINSTATED 


Employes Discharged for Joining 
Labor Organizations Were Discrim- 
nated Against, It Is Held. 


Special to The New. York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Oet.. 24.—The War 
Labor Board, of which ex-President 
Taft and Frank P. Walsh are joint 
Chairmen, handed down a decision to- 
day in the dispute between the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company and certain of 
its employes, in which it’ held that 
twenty-nine men must be reinstated. by 
the company which, it found reason to 
believe, had discriminated against union 
employes in violation of- a proclamation 
issued by President Wilson-on April 9, 
covering the rights of workingmen to 
organize. 

A statement had been signed by all pit 
four of the motormen of the company 
asserting that no controversy.” existed, 
but the board found that ‘‘ these state- 
ments were in some degree procured as 
a result .of coercion’’ and; theréfore, 
disregarded them as evidence. The 
board, however, asserted that it was at- 
tempting to unionize ‘‘ the company in 
the sense of making its organization a 
closed shop.’’ 

The full report of the. board,. which 
contains about 3,000 words, goes: ex- 
haustively into all features of the’ case. 
There were, the report states, but. two 
questions involved. They wete: 

One—The right of the workers upon this 
line freely to organize in trade unions 
of their Own selection and to bargain 
collectively with the company through 
chosen representatives, without interfer- 
ence on the part of the company. 

Two—Discrimination against individual 
employes aileged to have been dismissed 
for exercising their right to jain a par- 
ticular trade union, and the right of said 
discharged employes to reinstatement in 
their positions. 

The B. R. T. had held that the Na- 
tional War Labor Board had no juris- 
diction, inasmuch 4s it had signed state- 
ments from all but four of the motor- 
men that no dispute existed. The board, 
however, pointed out that prior to the 
signing of these statements some of the 
Same men had appeared as complainants 
against the company. 

‘** We have considered and weighed the 
evidence, consisting of signed statements 
of employes to the effect that no con- 
troversy exists)’ the report states, ‘‘ but 
an examination of the names signed to 
thosé statements shows that many of the 
signatories are employes and former-em- 


ployes now. actually appearing as com- 
plainants against the ,company. ‘The 
complainants charge,‘in effect, that 
these statements were in some ‘degree 
procured as a result of coercion, and 
this claim would seem to have basis 
in fact on account of the anomalous sit- 
vation presented of men who signed the 
statements to the effect-that there was 
no controversy at the same time prose- 
oa aa their grievances before us with 
or 
«/fFhe board holds that the: comp.

dent Wilson as follows: > *‘ The q 
workers to organize in trade: unions ana 
to bargain collectively through chosen 
representatives is recognized and af- 
firmed. This right shall not: be denied, 
abridged, or interfered with by the em- 
cid ie in any manner whatsoever.’’ 
That this provision of the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation was violated by the 
company, it would seem to -us, admits 
of ‘no doubt,”’ says the report of the 
board. <h We are brought to this con- 
clusion,’’ it is added, ‘ primarily by ad- 
missions of the President of the com- 
pany and other high officials as to their 
atitude of opposition to the men joining 
the unions chosen by them as most de. 
Sirable for their welfare, by the espion- 
age of the officials of the cpmpany in 
the neighborhood of the meeting place 
of the organization and elsewhere, by 
tue fact that the dismissals were ab- 
normally large in number during the two 
months when the issue as to unions was 
acute, as compared with dismissals for 
years prior to that time, and finally by 
the showing that the men who exercised 
their right to aay unions, admittedly 
oppueed by offictals of the company; 
were charged with demerits which accu-

cumstances, after their membership in 
unions was disclosed, as to lead us to 
the conclusion that dismissals, in a large 
number of cases, were caused by their 
legitimate -union activities and not on 
account of inefficient service or. im- 
proper conduct, the reasons assigned by 
the company for the dismissals. 

It was held also that the employes of 
the company who desire to become mem- 
bers of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers or any other legitimate labor 
organization shall be permitted to dd 80 
without denial, abridgment, 
ference upon the part of the company. 

‘To avoid a misconcéption of many 
employers, we wish to say that we are 
not here deciding that the railroad éom- 
pany must recognize, deal with, or make 
a contract with the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers,’’ 
tinues. 

“‘'We are not unionizing the employes 
of the company in the sense of making 
its organization a closed shop. Under 
the principles, the. company not being 
bound otherwise by any contract or 
agreement with’ the union, may refuse 
to receive and deal with any committee 
but one of its own employes. But it 
cannot bar its employes from joining 
such unions and organizing such unions 
as they choose. 

‘Tf these employes see fit to follow a 
lawful course toward the company ad- 
vised or directed™by a national or inter- 
national union including in its member- 
ship many others than their own num- 
ber, it is their right, and the company 
May not prevent them from so doing 
and may not complain.” 

The board also gives the names of the 
twenty-nine men ordercd reinstated and 
expresses the hope that ‘‘a just and 
full accommodation, satisfactory to both 
parties in a proper spirit; may be 
reached without interfering with the 
continued usefulness of the important 
transportation system which the “tom- 
pany has the responsibility for carrying

THE BROWNSVILLE DISTRICT. 

Representative RruBEN L, HASKELL 
of the Tenth District is running for 
re-election as a Republican; Grorcz 
W. MartTIN is running as a Democrat. 
The Socialist candidate is Assembly- 
man ABRAHAM I,. SHIPLACOFF, in- 
dicted under the sedition law, but not 
yet tried. The district is the Browns- 
ville district.

and asked him. to withdraw, and 
issues a statement saying that, if a 
postcard poll of the district, taken 
now, shows a majority for MARTIN, 
he will get out whether MaRTIN makes 
a similar agreement or not. 

The majority of the voters are 
loyal, despite the strong sentiment for 
SHIPLacorr. Mr. Hasketu’s foolish 
attempt® to shift the odium of: his 
course upon Senator CaLpER increases 
the belief that he is not the man to 
represent any district at such a time. 
It was his selfish course at the be- 
ginning which created the Shiplacoff 
danger, a danger which affects the 
whole city; for New York is exposed 
to the shame of having one vote cast 
against the prevailing feeling of the 
country on. every rollcall. MEYER 
LonpoN often spoke and sometimes 
voted as a patriot, but SHIPLACOFF’s 
record .makes it doubtful that he 
would ever do that. Considering the 
danger HasKELL has created, he 
should not ask for terms, but leave 
the race in which he cuts so poor a 
figure and in which he threatens to 
make his district and his city cut a 
worse one. : 





WORK. ON AS WELL AS FIGHT ON. 

It would be deplorable if fewer 
rivets. were driven, fewer Liberty 
motors turned out, fewer machine 
guns put. together, and fewer shells 
filled because the Germans have made 
overtures for an armistice and have 
intimated that they will accept Mr. 
Wiuson’s fourteen peace terms and 
addenda. Parleying for conditions of 
surrender is quite a different thing 
from stacking arms and quitting the 
field. Armistices, even when: agreed 
upon, are not invariably preludes to 
the abandonment of hostilities. ~An 
armistice with an honorable foe is a 
hopeful sign, justifying the belief that 
peace terms will eventually be con- 
cluded; but Germany has not been an 
honorable foe in this war. 

Sagacious statesmen with ‘the wel- 
fare of Germany at heart, realizing 
that her army must inevitably be 
beaten in the field by the Allies if the 
war goes on, would obtain the most 
favorable terms of peace at this 
time of cumulative reverses, instead 
of waiting for the supreme disaster 
and collapse; but the German Govern- 
ment is still dominated by the military 
party, and sagacity cannot be ex- 
pected of it. The presumption should 
be that, whatever negotiations have 
been initiated, péace is far from being 
assured when a German army of 
probably not less than 2,000,000 com- 
batants is retreating to prepared posi- 
tions and to natural defenses, fighting 
stubborn rearguard actions as it re- 
tires. The military chiefs, whose 
influence may have been impaired 
but is still to be reckoned with, can- 
not be trusted. 

Germany, by reason of waning 
military _ resources and menacing 
political conditions at home,

haps: two years or more. 

Chairman’ Barucu of the War In- 
dustries Boatd has seen this clearly. 
He. calls upon Americans ..who. are 
making munitions and building’ ships 
and contributing in other ways to 
preparations to carry on the war 
until the Germans have been utterly 
defeated in the field—he calls upon 
them to give close attention to their 
work and to waste no time in dis- 
cussing “peace. ‘‘ America,’’ he says, 
going. to the heart of the. mat- 
ter, ‘‘is just approaching her peak 
**in quantity . production and de- 
** liveries for her armies. - She needs 
‘* every effort to reach the crest.’’ He 
suggests, with telling force of’ ex- 
pression, that ‘‘ the matter of peace 
be left: to the President.’’ On the 
fields of France and Belgium the 
troops of the Allies are firing not a 
shot less because the enemy has begun 
to negotiate to save his skin. They 
are crowding the enemy back. toward 
his. frontier, giving him no time to 
rest or to stand anywhere. Riveters, 
shipbuilders, munition makers, itis an 
example for you! Keep at the work 
of equipping your army to fight on! 





A “RESPONSIBLE ” CHANCELLOR. 

The earnestness of the resolve of 
**the German people’’ to establish 
responsible parliamentary: government 
is made particularly’ clear by. the 
speech of Prinz MAXIMILIAN, the Ger- 
man Chancellor, the fashionable, aris- 


tocratic cavalry officer, to the Reichs- ; 


tag. To be sure, Prinz MAx is only a 
stop-gap, a creature of the hour, to be 
disowned and superseded in the arith- 
metical progression of the military 
masters of Germany to show that they 
are neither military nor masterful. 
For the moment, however, what he 
says illuminates the. present condition 
of the German autocrats. ‘‘ Deputies,"’ 
he says, ‘‘ will take part in the direc- 
‘tion of of the Imperial policy, and, 
‘‘in the name of the Chancellor,. will 
‘‘be responsible without being Min- 
“‘ isters.’’ The Chancellor is merely 
the Kaiser’s echo. So long as he is 
appointed by the Kaiser, so long as 
Deputies vaguely and to.no purpose 
‘* take part in the direction of the Im- 
perial policy,’’ so long as they and 
the Chancellor are _ irresponsible, 
where does a responsible government 
come in? ‘The. Reichstag—and the 
Reichstag we know too well—will *“eo- 
operate’ with‘the Kaiser. 

Prinz Max is going to establish re- 
sponsible government when the 
League of Nations is established. He 
admits that it will be hard work to 
set up the League of Nations, hard 
work to induce Germany to con- 
sent to it. In other words, to patri- 
cian Germany the League of Na- 
tions is as absurd: and as mich a 
millennial dream as responsible parlia- 
‘mentary government. Even im “a mo- 
ment when he is: “trying to give an’ im- 
pression of good faith, the Prinz’s 
larynx cannot utter the words neces- 
sary to clothe with an air of good 
** patter.’’ ‘‘ Thus a new 
‘‘ way is open for arriving at re- 
‘* sponsible conduct of Imperial af- 
‘‘ fairs, the parliamentary way. We 
‘* are convinced that-it will supply, not 
‘* only the Government but indirectly 
‘* Parliament, with precious forces 
‘** from the people which had hitherto 
‘* not been utilized.’’ How delightful! 
The Kaiser is to continue to run the 
whole show. The Chancellor, his 
agent, is to continue to be irrespon- 
sible. Irresponsible Deputies, not 
Ministers, are to be responsible for 
their irresponsibility. In short, as be- 
fore, nobody is er: but the 
Kaiser. 

“The new system ’’. continues the 
Chancellor, in a delightful and instruc- 
tive passage, ‘‘ involves, as a natural 
** consequence, a new mode of gov- 
‘* ernment in Alsace-Lorraine.”’ 

The airy Max is not mistaken. 
Alsace-Lorraine will be restored to 
France, a hundred restitutions and 
reparations will be made. It is not 
worth while wasting time on a Junker 
who has the impudence to maintain 
that ‘‘ our aim is the political author- |. 
ity of the German people.” So far 
as affairs outside of Germany are con- 
cerned, the Allies will decide... It is 
for the German People, if there be 
a German people, not the docile 
receptacle of Junker leadings and mis- 
leadings, to give itself what is by no 
means promised it yet, the will and the 
power to determine its domestic polity. 
Whether the talk of Prinz Max is 
calculated for foreign or domestic lati- 
tudes, its hollowness is but too appar- 
ent. The Germans used to think that 
they had a genius for ‘‘ real ’’ politics, 
for actualities. Not yet do their 
bosses, their teachers end rulers for 
more than two hundred years, can- 
didly admit.the necessary corollaries 
of disaster.. : 

SAREE, LARS RES RE 
INTERBOROUGH TRAVEL SHIFTS. 

The Public Service Commission 
could not have been taken by surprise 
by Mr. HEDLEy’s testimony that the 
Interborough subway is losing traffic 
and that there are sometimes. empty 
seats even in rush hours. Several 
hundreds of millions of dollars have 
been spent to bring that about, and it 
is a mere coincidence that the first 
fruits are visible during the influenza 
epidemic. Chairman HuBBELL must 
have surprised- Mr. HEDLEY by his 
suggestion that “ passengers are de- 
serting the subway lines and over- 
“ crowding the surface lines.” There 
may be an element of truth in that, 
but it Is so far from being the whole 
truth that it hides the truth. The 






‘HEDLey is a loss on the Brooklyn sta- 
tions. “That’ could not have been a 
loss to surface travel, and is fat from 
showing a loss in the total of Brook- 
lyn travel. ..The ‘Broadway, subway is, 
gaining more than the Interborough is 
losing, and will continue to do so until 
the Interborough opens its nearly 
completed tunnel, enabling it to com- 
pete on better terms with the Broad- 
Way subway’s routes over the Man- 
hattan Bridge. 

The phenomenon of empty subway 
seats is not entirely due to the loss of. 
Brooklyn travel to the competing line. 
Part of it is due to the running of 
more Interborough trains. On the 
two lines up and down town there are 
more trains than it was. possible to 
run on the east side alone, andthe 
opening of the new ‘route has “done 
more to give riders. comfort than the 
Commission’s orders. . The ‘effect. of 


.the epidemic is seen more in the 


spreading of travel over more hours 
than in the diversion of travel. For 
years. public utilities have striven in 
vain to reduce the “.peaks.” of their 
service by” “ staggering eo the: hours 
of greatest demand. ‘Disease has “ac- 
complished in .days . what. efficiency 
‘was not able to accomplish in years. 
Travel through city ‘streets has al- 
ready reached a density such that the 
movement is, hindered by the increas- 
ing number of vehicles. On the other 
hand, there are vehicles enough if the 
riders would not all come. So, nearly 
together. But it is a comparatively 
simple* matter to distribute’ the Tush 
by co- “operation about * the hours of 
beginning and ending business. "The 
doctors’and the factory. managers have 
stolen a march on the statutory ‘regu- 
lators of the matter, but it is welcome

FOR SICK WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 
' ‘The: existence of the’ New York’ In- 
firmary for Women and Children is 
threatened by the heavy césts and the 
reduction of income brought about by 
the war. To ‘ave. it $200,000 are 
needed, The infirmary has sent out 
an appeal for contributions, large and 
small, to raise this sum, and it should 
get them. It has become a necessity 
on the lower east side, though its 
patients come also from many other 
quarters, and is more’ than ever so 
now in view of the increase in hard- 
ship and sickness which the war will 
create,. . 

This is the infirmary which was 
founded by the pioneer medical wo- 
men, Drs. ELizaABETH and EMILY 
BLACK WELL, in 1853. In addition to 
the work within its walls it main- 
tains an ‘* out practice,’’ that is, a 
neighborhood practice, and an out- 
patient maternity service that cares 
for the mothers and infants in their 
own homes. New York cannot. afford 
to have at this time any shortage in 
| hospitat-accommodations, and there 
should be no question about raising 
the necessary funds. Women physi- 
cians and surgeons, alumnae of the 
infirmary,-have. started a campaign to 
raise it in. ten days. - Contributions 
should be sent to Dr. SARAH MCNutTT, 
265 Lexington Avenue.

one ZEPFEL, when he hurriedly departed 
from Bruges just before the allied forces 
entered that city. ‘The British,’’ he’ 
said, ‘‘ will want my head in payment for 
Captain Frratt’s life, but it is Scrropmr”’ 
—Admiral, von ScHRopmgr, the Port .Com- 
mander—‘‘ who is responsible. I simply 
obeyed. his. orders, which -insisted.-abso- 
lutely onthe death penalty.”’ 

That shows, first, -what sort of a 
‘‘trial’’ the British Captain had. He 
was’ condemned before it began, and 
the so-called Judge—the man, that is, 
whose presence and title gave an air or 
semblance of legality to the proceeding— 
had his orders before he began his in- 
quisition, and it was in obedience to 
those orders, and not because of any 
evidence’ presented before him, that he 
sent-the Captain before the firing squad. 

“That, at‘any rate, is his version of the 
affair, and he makes ‘it: without seeing, 
apparently, that-it does not. lighten’ his 
responsibility in the slightest degree, but 
simply gives the British'an added reason 
to demand his head for having obeyed 
an. order which no honest judge would 
have Heard without bitter resentment or 
allowed to guide his action. It is two 
heads, instead of one, that the British 
might demand with equal justice, if they 
were seeking that sort of: satisfaction, 
and the Judge's head would be the: less 
respectable of the two. 

The episode gets its. chief importance, 
however, from the hint it gives as to what 
is going to happen in Germany when the 
day of reckoning comes. For this Judge 
ZerreL is almost certainly ‘typical, and 
his effort to escape the penalty of his 
crimes. by ascribing the responsibility 
for them to an oéficial higher than him- 
self will be imitated through. all the 
grades of authority, including, probably,

In fact, as you say, it will be safe in the 
hands of a small, democratic, and peace- 
loving country Hke Denmark. 

I. have not the slightest doubt that your 
editorials will be hailed with enthusiasm

The German attack last: Spring was 
delayed for several weeks beyond the 
expected time, probably in order to in- 
crease the stores of artillery projec- 
tiles. , These ‘were used literally by the 
thousands, of. tons; ‘and when these 
were exhausted and the allied attack 
was begun under a master of war ex- 
ercising a unified command, their re- 
treat was inevitable. - But it is not de- 
tracting in any way from the genius 
of Marshal Foch to say that without a 
preponderance of artillery the victories 
he has gained would have’ been impos- 
sible. Nor is it wise to reach the con- 
clusion that the German moralejis per- 
manently: lost, or that it would- not be 
restored’ if they could again obtain the 
advantage in artillery. If they can gajn 
time in which to accumulate a store of 
projectiles such as they had last Spring, 
there is ground to believe that they will 
fight as viciously’ as they ever did. 
But they must have more ammunition. 
Hence their frantic efforts to obtain an 
armistice. They; will leave nothing un- 
tried to accomplish this, and if they 
succeed they will win a very different 
kind of peace from that which will 
otherwise be forced upon them. 

There is a widespread, almost unan- 
imous, opinion that the matter of an 
armistice should be referred to Marshal 
Foch, as allied Commander in Chief, and 
it may help us to think clearly on thig 
point if we refresh our memories as to 
the nature of an armistice or truce. 
These words are spoken of in most dic- 
tionaries as synonymous, but there is 
a distinction if not a difference be- 
tween them. Every armistice is a truce, 
but not every truce is an armistice. 
One is generic, the other is specific. 
A truce is usually temporary, an armi- 
stice is almost always ended by being 
mergea into a permanent treaty of 
peace. A truce may be arranged . be- 
tween persons, natural or corporate, in 
time of: peace ; an armistice is a suspen- 
sion of hostilities between armies at 
war, definitely arranged in writing be- 
tween the commanders thereof. If one 
army is prepared and has signified its 
willingness to surrender, to give up its 
arms, to change its status from that 
of combatants to prisoners of war, then 
the- commander in the field is able to 
deal with the matter without any in- 


stiuctions from his Government. Our. 


owr wars furnish numerous examples 
of this—Saratoga, Yorktown, Donelson, 
Vicksburg, Appomattox, Santiago, Ma- 
nila—in each case the éneiny had agreed 
to surrender its arms and an armistice 
of a.few. hours or days was arranged 
in- order to work out the details. But 
if a commanding General undertakes to 
stipulate terms of peace in his armi- 
stice or_his terms of surrender, he 
does so at his peril. The classic case 
is that of Sherman’s armistice with 
Johnston in 1805,.which was disavowed 
by his Government, and he was instruct- 
ed to demand that the enemy surrender 
as prisoners of war, leaving the torms 
of peace to be determined by the Gov- 
ernment. 

Similarly ‘in Burope, the surrenders of 
the armies at Sedan, Metz, Plevna, and 
Shipka were simply military capitula- 
tions, the details of which had been ar- 
ranged in armistices of brief duration 
which contained no reference to the 
terms of peace. 

To refer the request for an armistice 
to Marshal Foch is no solution of the 
problem which now confronts the rulers 
of the nations at war. All he could do

The Money Committee, headéd by 


‘Benjamin Strong, Governor of the: Fed- 


eral Reserve Bank, announced yester- 
day a new measure to regulate call 
money loans for stock market purposes. 
In a letter to H. G. S. Noble, Presi- 
dent of the Stock Bxchange, the com- 
mittee asked him to notify Exchange 
members that recommendation had been 
made to’ the banks to demand from 
borrowers a margin of 30 per cent., in- 
stead of the customary:20 per cent. now 
being required on loans secured by 
stocks and bonds as collateral, with the 
understanding that the margin might be 
increased if the credit situation made 
such a step necessary in the opinion of 
the committee. The increase of the 
margin will go into effect.on Nov. 4. 

The committee made it clear that it 
had been disturbed by the expansion of 
brokerage house loans during the recent 
strong upward move of stocks and 
bonds, accompanied by million-share 
sessions on the Bxchange. Governor 


Strong, who signed the letter, pointed 
out that Government demands upon 
credit at this time made it essential that 
Stock Exchange loans be restrained. A 
present it is customary for borrowers 
of call money to secure credit at their 
banks by depositing securities with a 
market value equal to the amount of 
the loan “ae 20 per cent. of the loan. 
After Nov. 4 the banks will require se- 
curities with a market value equal to 
the Joan and 30 per cent. over. 


Heavy Burdens on Money Market. 


Governor Strong’s letter' to Mr. Noble 
was as follows: 


Federal Reserve Bank of. New York, 
Oct, 24, 1918. 

My Dear Sir—The reports’ now being 
made by, the members of the New Yors 
Stock Exchange disclose a considerable 
increase in the loan account, although ad- 
vices from the Money Committee have 
having due regard to the fi- 
nancial requirements of the Government, 
there should be no increase in borrowings 
for Stock Exchange purposes. 

The financing of the Fourth Liberty 
Lean will impose a burden upon the credit 
resources of. the country materially larger 
than the financing of any previous loan, 
and the future financial requirements of 
the Government will impose further heavy 
burdens upon the money markets. In 
view of the current increase in the amount’ 
of Stock Exchange loans, the Money Com- 
mittee deems it necessary now to take 
steps to prevent a further expansion of 
such loans, and will forthwith recommend 
to the banks that for the»time being a 30 
v0) cent. margin be required on all regular 

ans instead of the customary, 20 r 
cent. margain and a _‘correspondng.. jn- 
crease in margin on other foans, .these in- 
creases to be made effective on and.atter 
Monday, Nov. 4,.°1918. The oorhmittee 
may later find it desirable to recommend 
a@ further increase in margins. 

It is hoped that this measure will .prove 
effective, and; that advances in money 
rates may be lavoided. 

The banks have made favorable terms 
for Joans growing out of subscriptions to 
and secured by bonds of the Fourth Lib- 
erty Tan, and the recommendations of 
this committee are not to be construed in 
any way referring to such transactions, 

Conservation: Measure. 


It should be clearly understood that the 
Present recommendation or any future 
recommendation by the Money Committee 
isnot to be construed as expressing any 
views as*to values represented by current 
prices of securities, but it is designed 
solely to conserve the public interest by 
preventing, in so far as possible, undue 
speculation at a time when the credit re- 
sources of the country must be marshaled 
for the use of the Government in carrying 
out its war program. 

At your suggestion, we are enclosing with 
this, unuer sealed cover, a list showing 
the increases and decreases inthe total 
loans of each reporting. member of the 
Exchange, since the date when reports 


express our appreciation of your proffered 
cooperation.

to the members of the Stock ‘Exchange.

The lettér was made public yesterday 
after a long meeting of the Money Com- 
mittee, which was attended by members 
of the Stock Exchange. The Exchange 
men- were Mr. .Noble, Winthrop Burr, 
ta President of the Exchange; James 
abon, and Henry K. Pomroy. 
Throush Mr. Noble the committee, at 
meetings of the preceding two days, 
had received information as to the Ex- 
change’s attitude toward the money 
market. 


Stocks Show Weakness. 


The decision did not become known in 
respect to additional margins on bank 
loans until after the security market 
closed, but sentimental effects of pend- 
ing changes in the status of call loans 


were noticeable in feverish: dealings in 
stocks, which caused considerable weak- 
ness at times. Brokers who discussed 
the letter expressed mixed opinions as 
to the probable outcome on speculative 
business. In some quarters it was pre- 
dicted that trading must necessarily be 
curtailed, as the additional’ margin re- 
quired of brokers by their banks would 
Pata 4 eat into their capital so heavily 
that they would be unable to finance 
customers on as large a scale as before. 
Other Exchange members said that by 
requiring customers to advance heavier 
eash.margins on their buying orders the 
latter would. contribute more to the 
financing of their speculative purchases 
than before, and thus relieve the 
brokers of a substantial amount of bank 
loans. It was generally agreed 
whether business in securi 
or not, the Money Committee would so

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Further sub- 
sidence of the influenza epidemic over 
the.country was fndicated in reports re- 
ceived today by the Public Health Serv- 
ice from forty-four States. Thé situa- 
tion still is serious .in many localities, 
however, and ‘more particularly in the’ 
larger cities. 

There was practically no change today 
in army camps, 2,772 new cases being 
reported, a decrease of one: from yester- 
day’s total... Pneumonia Cases decreased 
from 742 yesterday to 699 today, and 
deaths were 307, against 327 the day be- 
fore. The total of influenza cases re- 
ported now is 296,275; pneumonia cases 
48,328 and deaths 16,174. 

Camps Dix, New Jersey, and Grant, 
Illinois, where influenza epidemics have 
been particularly serious, did not report 
a single new case, ‘while only seven were 
reported from.Camp Devens, Massachu- 
setts. The largest number of new cases 
reported today was from Camp Memal 
lan, Alabama, with 123. 
Improvement is shown in Wabbington 
and Ofegon.
